Photographing 
Pope John 


The slight, graying photogra- 
pher with the bushy mustache 
scampered around the book-lin- 
ed Vatican study, kneeling and 
twisting as he clicked away at 
Pope John XXIII with the three 
cameras around his neck. As the 
cameraman zeroed in for a close- 
up shot, Pope John joshed him: 
“You photographers really get 
around, don't you?” The words 
couldn’t have been more apt in 
describing Tony Spina, the wide- 
ranging, 45-year-old chief pho- 
tographer fot The Detroit Free 
Press whose exclusive color shots 
of the Pope were spread across 
many recent roto sections. 


To obtain his unusual pictures 
(few photographers are permit- 
ted professional audiences with 
the Pope), Spina flew from Lon- 
don (where he covered Princess 
Margaret’s wedding) to Rome 
armed witha wide-angle Panon 
camera and two Japanese Nikons 
and an advance letter to the 
Vatican from Detro#t’s Arch- 
bishop, the Most Rev. John F. 
Dearden. After a four-day wait, 
Vatican officials wangled Spina, 
who speaks fair Italian, a ten- 
minute audience with the Pontiff 
in his study. : 

“The: Pope was dressed in a 
cream-colored outfit with a 
cream skullcap, and looked to be 
about five-feet-seven and about 


200 pounds,” Spina said. “He has~ 


a very nice smile. I took a pic- 
ture and the Pope said: ‘Don't 
you need lights?’ I said_no, He 
said that was good: “I don’t like 
artificial lights’.” » 
When Spina’s ten minutes were 
up, a sculptor came in to finish 
a bust of Pope John. “The Pope 
motioned ‘to me that it was all 
right to stay. After a few shots 
the Pope asked ‘Would you like 
me to put on-a red cape?’ After 
I made a good color shot, he took 
it off. He, was real obliging.” 
“He asked me ‘Where are you 
from?’ and I told him Detroit. 
He said ‘Where does it get its 
name?’ I told him it was French 
and meant a narrow strait. I said

The scheduled ten-minute 
audience stretched out to near- 
ly two hours and, at the end, 
the Pope gave Spina a_hand- 
somely boxed silver medallion 
bearing the Pontiff’s likeness. In 
turn, the Detrdit photographer 
is sending Pope John a leather- 
bound volume of the pictures he 
took. The Pope, said Spina, com- 
plained to him: “Nobody ever 
sends me pictures.”

None of the soldiers made any 
trouble for him — two even con- 
gratulated him. 

Punzel’s next move was to 
send for a lorry. He then went 
in to the prisoners. “There is a 
lorry outside,” he said. “Get into 
it quickly, drive down the main 
streets and nobody will suspect 
you.” 

As they crowded around him, 
some of the older men became 
hysterical with relief, Punzel 
had to speak sharply. “Get out!” 
he said, pushing them toward 
the door. “Do you want to be 
shot? Go!” 

And they went. As he climbed 
aboard the truck, twenty-one- 

ear old Nicholas Kremer asked 

nzel for his full name and 
army number. Kremer wrote 
down the details with a nail on 
a. piece of wood, Then the fire- 
men of Differdange were gone. 

In Luxembourg City, they hid 
with friends and relatives until 
the Franco-German Armistice of 
1940, after which it was safe to 
appear again. 


He tried advertising, writing 
to mayors of German cities, to 
soldiers’ organizations, to the 
police, all to no avail. 

It was not until April, 1955, 
that Johann Punzel was found. 

The result was that in June, 
1955 — fifteen years after the in- 
cident — Mr..and Mrs. Punzel 
visited Differdange as guests of 
Kremer and the surviving fire- 
men. 

The Punzels were overwhelm- 
ed by hospitality — and by the 
sincerity of their welcome. It 
was all the more startling be- 
cause Germans, as a race, are 
still not popular in Luxembourg. 

Now the Punsels come to 
Luxembourg each year and the 


highlight of: their stay is a 


church service at which they sit 
in the front pew while the pastor 
speaks about human charity and 
courage, using Johann Punzel as 
his prime examole.

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Earth Shook And 
The Seas Heaved 

There seemed no end to the 
horror All through a long and 
terrifying week, Chile, that thin 
sliver of a country that runs 
down the western coast of South 
America, writhed in agony. 

Without respite, earthquake 
after earthquake convulsed the 
land, ripping apart wuildings 
and burying thousandy in the 
debris. In the mountatss, six 
. Jong-inactive volcanoes errupt- 
ed,spewing out boiling hot lava, 
moke, and ashes. In one com- 
munity at least eleven persons 
were immolated by the lava. 

“The whole world seemed . to 
be shaking and shivering,” one 
-quake survivor said. “Every- 
thing danced in a terrible rhy- 
thm.” n the dance of death 
was done, 2 million Chileans — a 
quarter of the country’s popula- 
tion — were homeless and fight- 
ing for bread and emergency 
food stocks. 

But for others the horror was 
still.to come. Giant sea waves 
set in motion by the quakes roll- 
ed 6,800 miles across the Pacific 
and smashed into Hawaii, rip- 
ping up the city of Hilo. They 
continued on to hit Japan, leav- 
ing 150,000 people homeless. In 
the Philippines, the toll from the 


earthquake - triggered wall of. 


water was lighter. Some~nine- 
teen dead and thirteen missing. 

Then, in a freak of nature, the 
Philippines were hit by a second 
catacylsmic force: Tropical 
storm Lucille lashed. across the 
main island of Luzon with tor- 
rential rains and 50 to 70-mph 
winds. In her wake, rain poured 
wieadily down to eighteen 
straight hours. Much of Manila, 
the capital city with a popula- 
tion of 2 million, was under wa- 
ter. The death toll from drown- 
ing alone climbed near the 100 
mark at the weekend. 


Lucille was in no way caused 
by or connected with the Chilean 
earthquakes or the Pacific seis- 
mic sea waves. With summer ap- 

aching in the Northern He- 
misphere, the season of the big 
storms had commenced in the 
Pacific. That week the Joint Ty- 
phoon Weather Center on Guam 
was already looking out for 
signs of Lucille’s succesors. 


Eighty per cent of the world’s 
earthquakes occur in the wide 
gircle that ‘urrounds the Paci- 
fic. The cause of the tremors in 
Chile seemed to lie in a line of 
cracks (faults) and weak spots 
in the earth’s crust, beginning 
offshore and sloping under the 
mountainous land. Slow pressure 
‘built up tension along these lines 
until the crust finally let go in a 
series of upheavals, rocking the 
long, narrow land from end to 
end, setting off more quakes at 
other weak points, stoking up 
old voleanoes and creating new 
ones. 


Since the first tremor hit on 
May 21, Chile has suffered a 
dozen earthquakes. The sixth 
ene, which was the biggest 
(equal to the San Francisco quake 
_in 1906), apparently caused an 
underwater landslide or similar 
disturbance that generated a 
train of seismic sea waves. 
The waves (“tidal waves” 
ja a misnomer, since they have 
nothing to do with tides) raced 
across the Pacific at about 425 
miles an hour, showing only a 
2 or 3-foot crest. But when the 
shock waves reached the ¢ra- 
dually sloping shore of Hawaii, 
which produces such beautiful 
breakers for surf riders, the wa- 
ter was lifted up into a huge 
moving wall that rolled inland 
for hundreds of yards. Four big 
waves hit Hawaii within one

The system worked well. Ha- 
-waiians were alerted to the pos- 
sible approach of damaging 
waves twelve hours in advance, 
and were told that disaster was 


indeed on the way five hoursr 


and 35 minutes before the waves 
struck. When they hit, just af- 
ter midnight, the houses and 
hotels ‘along the beaches wege 
virtually empty. Those who were 
killed had apparently ignored 
the sirens and radio broadcasts. 

Just after Hawaii received 
word of danger rushing toward 
the island, five cabled warnings 
went out to Japan. The last mes- 
sage, advised that the “sea wave 


but at that time only two 
officers of Japan’s Meteorologi- 
cal Agency were at their posts. 
Most of the others were at a 
pirzefight in Tokyo, No warn- 
ing was given to the hundreds 
of thousands of rice farmers and 
fishermen living in flimsy wood- 
en shacks along the shores of 
the Japanese Islands. Nine hours 
after the last warning was re- 
ceived, the waves struck, One 
of them was the largest wave 
_in Japan’s history. Except in a 
few villages, where early rising 
. fishermen had looked at the sea 
and guessed what was coming, 
the first warning to inhabitants 
was the arrival of the first wave 
— luckily, not the biggest.

ing system. “The wave reports,” 
he said, “referred only to waves 
in the South Pacific.” But a 
spokesman for the Coast and 


sent our information to 
Tokyo and the _ seismologist 
there knew it was a_ seismic 
wave. He’s trying to cover up. 
He should have listened to the 
radio.” By the end of the weck, 
the agency director had sub- 
mitted his resignation. 

The seismic warning system 
proved that it can save lives 
when heeded by both officials 
and the public. But little can 
be done. about the loss of pro- 
perty caused by such waves. 
And, as of now, there is no de- 
fense against an earthquake. Un- 
til the land of Chile ages and 
sattles down, its inhabitants will 
have to live in fear of more 
quakes.

“Of the making of many books 
their is no end” according to the 
Bible, and that was written long 
before the flood of cookery books 
started coming off the presses. 
And today I thought you might 
like to hear something about some 
of the earliest and most famous 
of all these household guides. 


* 


Mrs. Beeton’s book of House- 
hold Management, was written 
by Mary Isabella Beeton, was 
published just about 100 years 
ago. Today it is regarded as & 
highly desirable piece of Vic- 
toriana. — 

Directed to budding house- 
wives of the period, it ran to 
1680 pages of more than half a 
million words and it its time was 
a best seller, grossing over two 
million copies: No array of Vic- 
torian wedding gifts was com- 
plete without a copy to inspire 
and direct the bride in the taste- 
ful and tactful management of 
her new household and, one 
might add, her new husband, for 
Mrs. Beeton had much discreet 
advice to offer concerning the 
man of the house. 


In this latter connection, Mrs. 
Beeton certainly practiced what 
she preached. It is recognized 
that her tireless devotion and 
love for an ailing husband and 
her desire to aid him in his busi- 
ness constituted the motivating 
foree behind her book, which 
was so richly rewarded in its 
massive sales. Prior to this, she 
had had good reason to observe 
the need for a manual on house- 
hold management, as we shall 
shortly see. 

The eldest of a family of 22 
children, Mary Isabella early be- 
gan to learn the rudiments of 
household management the hard 
way, so that later she wrote: 
“What motivated me in the first 
instance to write a work like 
this was the discovery of the 
suffering brought upon men and 
women by household mismanage- 
ment.” 

The force of this realization 
was to be wonderfully manifest 
in the comfort she later brought 
into the life: of Samuel Orchart 
Beeton, the young publisher she 
married in 1856 and whose busi- 
ness she did so much to prosper. 
Seldom has there been, one 
gathers, such wholehearted and 
joyous collaboration between au- 
thor and publisher as there was 
in the emergence of Household 
produccd by the 
House of Beeton, published by 
the House of Beeton, and dilig- 
ently promoted by the House of 
Beeton. If ever a work was pro- 
duced by a united family, House- 
hold Management surely was it: 
Small wonder that it was to be- 
core one of the all-time best 
sellers in its chosen field. 


Mrs. Beeton produced more 


than a book on household man- © 


agement. She recorded the 
modes and manners of one of 
the most celebrated periods of 
British history, a period best re- 
membered, perhaps, for its faith- 
ful practice of the social graces 

Other women emulated he: 
and in our home today is a 
yellowed copy of a no less’ mas- 
sive tome on household manage- 
ment, not far removed from Mrs 
Beeton’s own heyday. The edit- 
ors were two ladies of scholar 
ship, assisted by several others 
professionally heading such ap- 
propriate institutions as a college 
of housecraft, a schoo] of cook- 
ery, a ladies’ poultry club and a 
fart. Another Jady editorial as- 
sociate was a lecturer on bee 
keeping 

The disciplines represented ‘by 
the entire editorial array made a 
lengthy list. Between them, the 
group contributed more than 
7,000,000 words of text on what 
the preface described as the “do 
mestic woman,” 

“A glance: at the contents,” 
seid the preface, “will show how 
waried is the list of subjects ef 
special interest to women.” This 
was something of an understate

ment. The list was so formidable 


that the editors declared that 


successful mastery required 
qualities demanded of a field 
marshal “and a few not unim- 
portant qualities in addition.” 
Any fair-minded field marshal, 
reading the list, would undoubt- 
edly agree, writes Albert E. Nor- 
man 
Monitor. 


The 700,000 word course in 
household management began 
with a study of the fundamen- 
tals of domestic architecture. 
The wisdom of this inclusion, it 
seemed, was to prevent young 


newlyweds from falling into the 


trap of buying a jerry-built 
house. No jerrybuilder could sell 
a house to a woman capable of 
judging the comparative merits 
of domestic construction as 
taught by this book. In such sub- 
jects, the book was also a mine 
of sound information for hus- 
bands. 


Water supply was an impor- 
tant consideration in those dist- 
ant times, as the book revealed. 
In many homes, perhaps a ma- 
jority, in cities and towns, it was 
necessary to store water in tanks 
or “cisterns.” How many house- 
holders today give more than a 
passing thought to the constant 
supply of pure water that is 
theirs at the turn of a faucet? 
But in grandmother's time, the 
young bride was wise to ask the 
builder just what arrangements 
were made for water supply. 


The illumination of the house 
was another matter requiring 
careful ‘consideration. The “Edi- 


-gon light” that we today take 


so much for granted was not 
available. But there was “air 
gas,” as it was called, generated 
on the premises, if you had the 
price of the equipment. How 
many young couples used it we 
do not know, but in the speci- 
men shopping list offered in the 
book, candles were never omit- 
ted as a regular item of stores. 


When inspecting the heating 
arrangements of the new house, 
the bride was advised by the 
editors to look for fireplaces 
lined with brick rather than iron 
plates, the latter tending to 
transfer the heat ‘more readily 
up the chimney. For those who 
desired some elegance in heat- 
ing equipment, there was the 
“boudoir grate,” described as “an 
almost perfect imitation of «8 
homely log fire.” As the name 
suggests, these harmonized best 
with their surroundings when 
bedrooms, and the 
editors noted with evident satis- 
faction that this elegant piece of 
cast iron. was “designed by a 


woman.” 

In case the newlywed reader 
had not realized the potential 
gold mine represented in. her 


husband's possible skills as a 
handyman about the place, the 
book gave her a_ reminding 
nudge that “some men have a 
taste for carpentering and carv- 
ing. Then how can this taste be 
more satisfactorily employed 
than In the furnishing of the 
home?” A good question. In case

“Every 
period of history,” they wrote,

ners, and though the etiquette 
of our forefathers differed con- 
siderably from our own social 
rules, ‘yet the governing prin- 
ciples of true politeness have 
always had ‘their foundation 
upon the practice of true kind- 
liness, courtesy and. considera- 
tion for others; for ‘Manners are 
not idle but the fruit of loyal 
nature and of noble mind.’” 

To give. practical direction to 
this advice, the editors quoted 
from a little 17th-century gem: 
The ,Accomplished Ladies’ Rich 


Closet of Rarities, or The Ingen- 


ious Gentlewoman and Servant 
Maids’ Delightful Companion. 
Refraining from inquisitive 
questions at the table of one’s 
host was just as de rigueur then, 
as it is today. Thus ‘The Accom- 
plished Ladies’ Rich Closet of 
Rarities advised readers: “Be not 
inquisitive (for t is uncome- 
ly)to know what such a Fowl or 
such a Joynt cost, nor discourse 
of Bills of Fare.” And again: 
“Kat not your spoon meat s0 
hot that it makes your eyes 
water, nor be seen to blow it.” 
One’ wonders whether the 
young ‘bride of today has such 
excellent and comprehensive 
sources of advice as those I have 


“mentioned, and, if she has, to 


what extent she uses them. 


“People are easily entertain- 
ed,” says a magazine,..All you 
have to do is listen to them.

June is Dairy Month, and I 
feel constrained to make some 
appropriate remarks. Three 
glasses oi milk every day, etc. 
The statistics on dairying are in- 


teresting — every year the num-.. 


ber of dairy farmers goes down 
while the production of milk 
goes up. Fewer farmers keep 
more cows who give more milk. 


Indeed, the dairy business has 
so changed that an old cow hand 
like myself is almost a stranger 
to it today. It is less sociable. As 
it -has consolidated and mechan- 
ized, it has become the kingpin 
of American agriculture, all 
phaces considered, until today 
the dairyman sounds more like 

*an industrialist than a farmer. 


The Dairy Princesses are be- 
dng selected nationwide right 
now, to glamourize the business, 
and they are%very different [-om 
the tight-fingered lassies cf a 
bygone time, sir she sayed, sir 
she sayed. The chances are your 
Dairy Princess can tell you the 
calcium content of .04 milk, but 
she couldn't get a decent strum 
on the bottom of a pail. 


Milking was always, almost 
everywhere, considered squaw 
work. In most of the world, a 
man who milks loses face. Switz- 
erland is one country wh.re a 
man could milk within the de- 
finitions of propriety, ana in 
parts of Europe a milking raan 
is still called a “Swiss,” even 
though he may in truth be an 
Armenian.

Milk is highly perishable by 
nature — the elements that 
nature—the elements that make 
it an ideal food are all elements 
that promote quick and natural 
digestion. Quick spoliage of milk, 
in truth, is its own proof of ex- 
cellence, Pasteurization thus de- 
lays this natural consequence and 
gives the farmer time to move 
it long distances to waiting door- 
steps. Most milk travels at least 
100 miles today between pro- 
ducer and consumer. 

Not- long ago a dairyman in 
southern Massachusetts bid on 
and won a government contract 
to supply milk to the Loring Air 
Force base at Limestone in 
northern “Maine — some 400 
miles away. It wasn’t too long 
ago this would have been utter- 
ly dbsurd. And this dairyman 
had his cows not in Massachu- 
setts, but in Vermont!

near the base — smoothing the 
logistics. But his Vermont cows 
stand ready to fill any gaps if 
Loring needs more milk, and 
pasteurization makes the long 
hike possible. 

America depends most heavily 
on Holst€ins. They are a large 
framed cow, derived from the 
continent, and by © selective 
breeding have improved on an 


‘old reputation for a low-fat milk 


in quantity. They used to say 
if the cow filled a pail, but you 
could look down through the 
milk and see the bottom, she 
was a Holstein — and in those 
days it was “steen.” It is now 
“stine,” and she is a potential 
record-breaker in all categories. 

Next comes the Jersey, a 
smaller and folksier animal from 
the Channel Isle of Jersey,

name of the “butter cow.” They 
say there are more Jerseys in 
the world than any other cow, 
and a man with a herd of regis- 
tered Jerseys always has a 
pleased look on his face.

Amos 7:1-15 


Memory Selecion: Preach ‘the 
word; be instant in season, out 
of seasGn; reprove, rebuke, ex- 
hort with all long suffering and 
doctrine, 2 Timothy 4:2, 


The subject for the lessons. of 
this quarter.is, A Century of 
Great Prophets. We shall study 
Amos, Hosea, Isaiah. and Micah, 
in that order. 


Amos was a herdman and ga- 
therer of sycomore fruit in Te- 
koa of Judah when the Lord 
called him to go and prophesy te 
Israel. His preaching disturbed 
Israel. He pointed out in detail 
the social injustices of the day. 
He warned of the danger of the 
sénse of false security in this 
era of unparalleled prosperity 
since the days of Solomon. Amos’ 
penetrating attacks on sin pro- 
voked opposition. Amaziah, the 
priest, complained to King Jcre- 
boam. He bade Amos te go home 
to Judah and prophesy there and 
leave Israel alone. But Amos 
stayed till his task was done. 
He predicted that the children 
of Amaziah would be slain, his 
wife would be a harlot in the 
city and Amaziah would die in a 
strange land. 


Many ministers have confided 
to a minister friend, “I wouldn’t 
dare present that line of truth 
in the church where I am now.” 
Of course, ministers must have 
in mind the capacity-of their 
hearers to receive. Paul wrote in 
his first letter to the Corinthians, 
“And I, brethren, could not 
speak unto you as unto spiritual, 
but as unto carnal, even as unto 
babes in Christ.

ye able. For ye are yet carnal:

But Paul was re- 
ferring to the deeper truths of 
Divine revelation. “He was not 
suggesting that he had withheld

“Sleep, who needs it?” a wiry, 
jeqnoclastic psychiatrist named 
Nathan S. Kline said to himself 
one sunny day, airily dismissing 
long-cherished notions about 
man’s “need” for eight hours’ 
good rest each night. 


For the next three months, Dr: 
Kline got along on a boxful of 


“Small yellow pills and less than 


three hours’ sleep each nighi— 


‘no catnaps, dozing, or other rest 


periods. “Got along” is perhaps 
not the exact phrase, since the 
44-year-old Kline was able to 
increase his work capacity and 
efficiency remarkably. In addi- 
tion to commuting between two 
full-time jobs — he is director of 
research at New York’s Rocx- 
land State Hospital in Orange- 
burg and has a/private psychia- 
tric practice in New York — 
Kline finished off a half-dozen 
reports for scientific journals. 


Kline had, in tact, realized the 
fervent dream of many a harass- 
and | professional 
man: He had doubled his output 
and halved his rest require- 
ments, ‘without any feeling of 
tiredness, fear of addiction, or 
any other after-effects. 

Kline used a pill for a pillow 
— a @Grug called iproniazid, a 
member: of a chemical’ family 


‘that yields both rocket fuel and 


grass spray. Its best-known ap- 
plication, however, came about 
nine years ago when it was used 
against tuberculosis. The effect 
was electrifying:. The TB pa- 
tients gained weight, were full 
of smiles and literally danced in 
Although the pa- 
tients’ chest X-rays showed 
gome improvement, it was not 
enough to account for the feel- 
physical well-being.

ment. But among the “unwant- 
ed” side effects, Kline noted, 
was the undeniable feeling of 
happiness. 

That was tn 1957. For the last 
three years, Kline has had hun- 
dreds of his depressed, with- 
drawn, and psychotic patients at 
Rockland on iproniazid and re- 
lated drugs, pulling them out 
of their sullen shells with no 


ill effects. Unlike the ampheta- 


mine “pep pills’ (Benzedrine 
and Dexedrine, for example), 
iproniazid did not have to be 
taken in ever-increasing doses 
to be effective. Nor were there 
any signs of dependency or crav- 
ing. Kline also began treating 
his mildly depressed private pa- 
tients with the drug — but not 
before he had tried it on him- 
self. In the course of the seltf- 
experimentation, he noted its 
sleep-saving qualities. 

“I felt absolutely fine during 
thé whole time,” 
“Usually, I slept sometime be- 
tween 4 and 7 a.m., and woke up 
feeling fine. No alarm clock was 
needed. 

How does the drug work? 
ine answered with an expres- 

shrug. “No. one really 
knows. We only have some 
theories to try’ to account for 
what we see. With the energizers 
we think the drug serves 4s an 
amine oxidase inhibitor — that 
is, it apparently retards the 
breakdown of the adrenalin that 
the body manufactures to deal 
with stress. Longer-lasting adre- 
nalin may account for the surge 
of energy.” 

But doesn’t the body need 
rest? Doesn’t the brain have to 
shut down. operations for awhile 
each night? Kline snorted: “I 
just can’t believe that God made 
the human machine so ineffi- 
cient that it has to shut down 
or be recharged one-third of its 
life span. One might ask, for 
that matter, why sleep is neces- 
sary at all since no one has 
conclusively demonstrated a bio- 
chemical or physiological ex- 
planation for it.”—From NEWS- 
WEEK. ) 


Hottest Thing 
For Fat Reducing 


In a nation that runs a bit too 
much to fat (an estimated 50 
million Americans are over- 
weight), more people probably 
fall off their diet than fall off 
the wagon. Yet the will to shed a 
few pounds, however short- 
lived, is there — and is a $750 
million market for everything 
from pills and reducing couches 
to slimming courses and special 
diets. ’ 

With that lucrative market in 
mind, Mead Johnson & Co., ethi- 
cal drug manufacturers in 
Evansville, Ind:, last fall intro- 
duced a new product called Met- 
recal (for metered calories). 
Last’ month it was clear that 
Metreeal, up to now promoted 
almost entirely by word of 
mouth, had become the hottest 
thing since blackstrap molasses. 
“People who normally buy 
things one at a time — like one 
tube of toothpaste or one .cake 
of soap — come in here and or- 
der a case of Metrecal,” said one 
Chicago druggist. Mead Johnson 
wasn’t saying exactly how big 
sales were. But one informed 
estimate put them at $20 million 
this year, no small amount for 
a firm whose entire gross was 
$60 million in 1959, 

No pill or fancy nostrum, Met- 
recal is compounded of milk 
solids, corn oil, vitamins, and 
other ingredients — but no drugs. 
One can ($1.59 a can, in vanilla, 
chocolate, and butterscotcs flav- 
ors) mixed with water produces 
four glasses, providés all the 
nourishment a dieter needs in a 
day. It cuts his daily intake of 
calories from about 3,000 to 900, 
slims off:7 to 15 pounds in two 
to three weeks, and it's a rare 
user who complains of hunger 
pangs.

Any other lo- 
cal news gets prompt attention, 
also editorials. (1 think every 
paper. should have. editorials. 
Who has a better opportunity 
than a home-town editor to eval- 
uate’ home and district prob- 
lems?) : 

The paper to which I am refer- 
ring has about -four pages de- 
voted to local sporting activities. 
Il don’t read a word of it but I 
suppose it is of interest to sports- 
minded young people. 

Then are special columns, one 
of which appears in a number of 
“woeklies.” Personally I wouldn't 
waste time setting up type 
print it.

Sacred Relic 
Goes To Quebec 


Twelve hundred years ° ago, 
the story goes,a mute and blind 
young Frenchman tapped insist- 
ently on the altar of a Roman 
Catholic Church in Apt. until 
the priest understood they were 
to dig beneath it. In an under- 
ground chapel -within - a - chapel 
they found a coffer inscribed:

In The Early Days 


When the Thetis sailed, Abner 
nd Jerusha, feeling’ dismally 
Jone. had an opportunity to tt- 


spect the house in which their 
labours for the next years would 
be conducted.

One of the nicest moments of 
sountry living comes along tbout

field strawberry is available 
again. Nobody, anywhere, re- 
gardiess of his preferment and 
station, can do any better with 
& spoon than you can. Probably 
he isn't doing so well, and in his 
opulénce is envious. At least if 
he was once a country boy. 

I've felt essayists and poets 
always overdid the strawberry 
when they worked on it, letting 
their subject run away with 
them. They have a way of mak- 
ing the strawberry sound like 
an orgy, an unbridled stuffing. 


the strawberry is a dainty and 
delicate thing, and, never had 
any wholesale complexions. It 
isn't that kind of bounty, and 
should always be treated with 


Oh, sometimes if the season is 
properly moist and propitious 
you'll find a big one here and 
there — but wild strawberries 
stay in their own size range. 
Tales of bringing them in by the 
pail, as big as your thumb,

Some few berties, and per- 
haps only in a bountiful year, 
would be preserved in glass by 
themselves — but the children 
might never taste them,.for they. 
were kept for special occasions. 
Those days saw the minister and 
his wife about twice a year, par- 
ochial calls timed just right for 
supper. Those were more string- 
ent times, and the visits were no 
doubt predicated on appetite as 
much as spirit—at least the 
suppers were always better on 
such occasions. That would be 
a time for straight strawberries 
and no rhubarb. I had an aunt 
whose girlhood ambition was to 
gtow up and marry a minister, 
so she'd know what preserved 
strawberries tasted like! 

I've always liked picking ber- 
ries. It suggests a providential 
kindness where time is your 
only investment, and you are on 
the ground floor of prosperity. 
Strawberries are hardest to pick, 
but the reward is the greatest. 
The sun caresses the back of 
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youspecs in Junetime intimacy, 
and the lush hayfields strive to 
hide the quarry before you can 
find it. You can’t stand up, as 
with blackberries and raspber- 
ries, and you can't rake as with 
blueberries. 


You do such close things as 
stare a friendly adder in the 


. eye, or come in six inches over 


a bobolink’s nest. You find 
yourself talking intelligently 
with grasshoppers and spiders, 
sharing their down ~ to - earth 
opinions. But that’s where straw- 
berries are. You see. a cluster, 
and it looks big and hearty, but 
after you’ve picked the berries 
off they look tiny in your hand, 
and even tinier in the dish. It 
takes longer to cover the bottom 
of a strawberry pail than any 
other kind, even though it is 
well to leave a few stems to 
keep them from smushing too 
much, 


Then you have to hull them. 


Dainty, fragrant, soft and juicy, 


strawberries are lovely, but they 
are mean to hull. The best way 
is to dump them on the kitchen 
table with the hope others in 
the family will lend a_ hand. 
Slowly, painstakingly, they get 
cleaned, and there is forever the 
ultimate feeling that you had 
more than that, really, But even 
a few in a saucer, covered with 
cream, are enough to emphasize 
the eternal worth of the experi- 
ence, 

If you get enough for a short- 
cake, life holds little else that 
ean compare. I think if I wefe 
to sum up all the pluses and 
minuses of country vs. city liv- 
ing, I'd stake the advantage un- 
waveringly, 
effect, on the little wild, field’ 
strawberry and its dainty ability 
to confound all other “values.” 
Let there be always Junes and 
hayfields, and the fragrance of

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Cows chewing their cud on 
Boston Common — known as the 
U.S. nation’s most famous long- 
ago cow pasture — were only 
one of the phenomena of June 
Dairy Month. 

The idea of such goings on, of 
course, is to dramatize for the 
public the service which dairy 
farmers and the whole dairy in- 
dustry provide for people to- 
day. The ‘quart of milk on the 
doorstep or half-gallon jug in 
the supermarket are mostly taken 
for granted by shoppers long ac- 
customed to the best. 

But quality does not just hap- 
pen, in dairy products or any- 
thing else. Top quality can be 
assured .only by unremitting 
vigilance and constant seeking of 
new ways to improve products.

In this search for better 
methods and better products, the 
dairy industry stands with justi- 
fied pride in the front ranks of 
food producers. _ 

We had a glimpse of what this 
means down on the farm and in 
the dairy when we welll visiting 
recently. 

Out on beautifully manicured 
grassy grounds in Brockton, 
Mass., we toured the plant of Pro- 
ducers’ Dairy Co., one of the old- 
est farmers’ cooperatives in the 
United States. They tell you 
there that “the process of making 
milk is the same today as it was 
at the beginning of time, but the 
ways of getting it to the con- 
sumer have changed mightily.” 

y + * * 

This cooperative, which was 
established in 1917 and. has 
weathered many economic cycles 


000 and 30,000 quarts of milk 
daily from 39 local farms, and 
delivers the milk by the most 
modern delivery methods to 25 
cities and towns. 

The general trend toward fewer 
dairymen who produce more 
milk is clearly shown in the re- 
cords of Producers’ Dairy Com- 
pany, which had around 60 mem- 


bers in the beginning, who were - 


putting out around 5,000 quarts 
daily. Now 39 farmers produce 
enough milk so that this dairy’s 
year-round average is 21,000 
quarts a day. 

ca a a 


Machinery does almost every- 
thing in the dairy now — even 
to the complex. assembling, 
faster than human hands could 
do:the job, of the cartons into 
which the milk is poured. The 
cartons go into ‘machines folded 
flat and come out boxed, glued, 
filled and closed. 

The ‘sparklingly clean dairy 
has floors of acid-resistant brick 
held together with acid-resistant 
concrete, The machinery, walls, 
floor, everything, looked anti- 
septically clean. While certainly 
not the biggest dairy in the Unit- 
ed: States, we venture that this 
is one of the most modern. 


Slithtly over a hundred em- 
ployees keep things going here, 
receiving annually wages of near- 
ly a half-million dollars — while, 


the cooperative’s records shows 
over $1,000,000 is paid to local 
farmers for their milk 

* = * 

One of the safeguards which 
has kept Producers’ Dairy pros- 
perous through 40 years is the 
clause written into their bylaws 
allowing the dairy to accept no 
more than 10 per cent of its totai 
volume of milk: from any one 
producer — thereby avoiding teo 
great dependence on any ‘one 
farmer. 

One of the farmers providing 
milk for this cooperative is Abra- 
ham Green, now farming the 
Leona Farm family homestead 
on which he was born. Mr. Green, 
in white shirt and city trousers, 
welcomed us for a tour of the 
farm.

© noticed a swarm of bees that had invaded 
shift net, skillfully brushed them into a box. 


Mr. Green has.a herd of about 
200, including Guernsey, Swiss, 


and Holstein cows — he just 


uses his own judgment in buying 
stock, he says. “Purebreds are a 
rich man’s hobby. We want cows 
that are milk factories,” he ex- 
plains. Where a farmer used to 
expect about 16 pounds of milk 
from a cow daily (“ a one-can 
cow”) some now give 60 to 65 
pounds “I have one giving 90, 
another around 70, I try to aver- 
age 40 pounds per day per cow.” 

What has brought about this 
fantastic increase in production 
per cow? Many things: including 
breeding stock, better feeds, bet- 
ter handling of the animals in 


* 

On the day we visited Mr. 
Green we watched’ his cows 
come into their clean, de luxe 
barn from their lush green pas- 
ture across the road -~ backing 
up traffic along Route:28 as they 
crossed the road at what was for 
them a lively pace. 

As we admired this spacious, 
inviting farmstead Mr. Green 
described how he had gradually 
built it up since the death of his 
father whcn he, young Abe, was 
only 12 years old. He has built 
all the farm buildings since 1932 
and has cleared 150 of his 200 
acres. He did not disclose his total 
investment, but did tell us that 
the milking system installed in 
his barn alone represents about 
$10,000 worth of equipment, 
states a writer in the Christian 
Science Monitor. 

Here milking machines convey 
the milk from the cow into glass 
tubing extending above the stalls, 
which take the milk diractly into 
a big, cooled bulk tank. During 
the whole process the milk is not 
touched by hands or exposed to 
air. It is picked up and delivered 
in bulk tanks directly to the 
dairy. 


Dragonflies Have 
Ancient Lineage 


There is no group of insects 
that has a more astonishing life- 
history than the dragonflies... . 

“Nymph” is another term for 
the young stage, and here de- 
notes the time it spends under 
water, between hatching from 


’ the egg or ‘crawling out of its 


skin as a fully winged insect. 

During this nymphal life there 
is no sudden change, but the 
skin is cast at intervals as the 
dragonfly grows, The wings ap- 
pear, in wing-cases, little by lit- 
tle after the fourth moult, and 
the internal structure gradually 
alters together with the shape 
and structure of several external 
organs. ... The nyrpphs live and 
breathe under water, sometimes 
buried in. the mud, sometimes 
climbing about the weeds, often 
in still water, sometimes in swift 
runing streams... . 

When fully grown the nymph 
leaves the water, climbing out on 
to the bank or up reeds, trees, 
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sometimes walking quite a long 


-way before settling down, and 


there, after drying, it will split 
the skin and struggle out as a 
winged insect. It is not a perfect 
dragonfly. First, as with all in- 
setes, it has to dry, and the crum- 
pled wings and- long abdomen 
have to expand... . 
any of the dragonflies have 
such. a powerful flight that they 
can, and do, migri@te for several 
hundred miles. Certain genera 
seem to be more prone to migra- 
tion than others, but not always 
all the species of one genus, 
Amongst our dragonflies the 
very rare Vagrant Sympetrum is 
a complete immigrant, while the 
Redveined and the Yellow- 
winged Sympetrum are mostly 
visitors from across the sea. ... 
The Darter dragonflies like 
sunning with widespread wings, 
which they do conspicuously on 
reeds, rocks or roadways, and 
they rely for their safety on the 
extreme swiftness of the “take- 
off,” which is accomplished ow- 
ing to the “ready” poise they 
assume. The smaller of the 
Hawker dragonflies adopt the 


“same attitudes, but tHe large spe- 


cies of Aeshna prefer to hang 
while resting, and probably rely 
for safety on their keener sight. 

The dragonflies are of very an- 
cient lineage, certainly having 
descended from the giants found 
in the Upper Carboniferous 
rocks, of which several. fossil 
species and genera have been 
found. The largest of these 
Palaeozoic ancestors had a wing- 
expanse of twenty-seven inches, 
The Giant Age of Insects was 
followed in the Mesozoic period 
by a steady decline in size and 
a greater specialization of struc- 
ture, till we reach definitely 
modern forms in the Upper 
Jurassic beds, ... 

It will therefore be seen, from 
this brief sketch of their life- 
history, that dragonflies are both 
beautiful and intensely interest- 
ing insects, and will well repay 
greater attention to a detailed 
study. — From “The Dragonflies 
of the British Isles,” by Cynthia 
Longfield.

How the Ice Cream 


- Jee cream may have been the 


invention of the Roman: emperor 


Nero, who sent his slaves to:get 
snow from the Alps and flavor 
it to his taste. Or again, Marco 
Polo may have been right when 
he claimed that the recipe he 
brought back from the Far East 
had been in use in Asia for 
thousands of years. Historians 
disagree about the origin of ice 
cream,. but certainly the devel- 
opment of the industry is char- 
acteristically American. 

*It began in the mid-nineteenth 
century when a Baltimore dairy- 
man found the answer to the 
regular summer problem of all 


‘city dairymen — an excess of 


milk during the summer season 
when the cows give the most 
milk and the customers go away 
on vacations. Jacob Fussell, long 
before the era of commercial 
give-aways and opinion sampling, 
had several gallons of milk 
to his 


paper advertising, this local pub- 
licity campaign brought in so 
many orders that the dairy end 
of the business was soon aban- 
doned, and the original ice-cream 
industry established. 

_ The trek westward of that era 
andthe development of cities in- 
creased the demand for ice. 


cream. But at that time it was 


frozen. by the hand-cranking 
method. One of the early manu- 
facturers wrote from Iowa that 
“on the Fourth of July we ship- 


ped out 300 gallons of ice cream | 


— all.frozen by hand.” A weary 
task even for rugged individual- 
ists! And so for the first fifty 
years most of the “boughten” ice 
cream was made on a small scale 
by local manufacturers. ~ 
With the turn of the century 
people in all lines of work be- 
came invention-minded, An ice- 
cream manufacturer noticed that 
at a nearby oil refinery wax 
' chilled with brine 
cooled by an ammonia compres- 
sor, So when he had an argu- 
ment with the man who deliver- 
ed his ice, he bought a similar 
unit and adapted it to ice cream. 
This was the first brine freezer. 
Soon afterward came electric 


power and all its adaptations. 


Mrs. Joseph E. Davies unwit- 
tingly started a new and import- 
ant angle to the ice-cream indus- 
try when her husband was ap- 
pointed ambassador to the Soviet 
Union. Although there were 1,000 
bottles of wine and mineral 
waters stored in the cellar of 


Spasso House in Moscow, she 


knew they would never take the 
place of ice cream. The equip- 
ment for making it could easily 
be shipped and installed. But 
what about the créam? 

The president of the Certified 
Milk Producers’ Association 


heard of the predicament and — 


came forth with the answer. A 
“quick-freezing” method had 
been discovered which prevented 
the harmful bursting of food cells 
and had preserved meat, fish, 
and bles for several years, 
Some laboratory research had 
been done on milk, but had never 
been put to use. Now 2,000 pints 
of cream were frozen and made 
teh ot Ab ele neat 
pro d to 
“Contrary to popular belief, 
there are cows in Russia,” came 
« huffy retort from one of the 
secretaries. 


The State Department in Wash- 
ington brought some diplomacy 
to bear upon the situation, and 
explained that it was not unusual 
for diplomats to take their na- 
tional delicacies to their new 

ts. Russians, for example, 
brought their caviar and vodka. 
#o it was agreed that the electric 
freezers and frozen cream should 
precede the Davies to their new 
residence. 

According to the trade journal, 


 @ertified Milk, this was the first 


eommercial attempt to preserve 


tian Science Monitor. 

Painting the lily- had added 
greatly to the commercial suc- 
cess of ice cream. It began in 
1874 when ice cream first met 


soda water at a Philadelphia 


fair. Soda water, the most popu- 
lar drirkk of that era, was com- 
posed of cream, syrup, and car- 
bonated water. When a dispen- 
ser of soft drinks ran out of 
cream he sent an order to a 
nearby confectioner for ice 
cream. Then because the custo- 
mers kept rushing him, he figur- 
ed he had to push the stuff in 


whole. Ice-cream sodas became 


the sensation of the fair. 
The sundae was the product of: 
our Sabbath day “blue laws.” 


“When the city fathers of Evans- 


ton, Illinois, turned their atten- 
tion to the soda fountain, a new 
delicacy was improvised for Sun- 
day consumption. Many of the 
customers preferred their ice 
cream and syrup minus the car- 
bonated water, and the demand 
continued throughout the week. 
The sundae has always given the 
creative customer the added thrill 
of self-expression. 


. ‘But it was the ice-cream cone. | 
and the World’s Fair in 1904 


which really turned the stream 
of business ingenuity into a gush- 
ing tide. Since the ice-cream 
cone, novelties for the soda foun- 
tain, street hawking, and the 
home have been appearing in 
endless variety. Altogether they 
account for about half of the ice 
cream sold. 


Can‘t Sneeze At ; 
This World’s Record 


Seven men sat down at a long 
table in Bavaria recently with 
boxes of snuff between them. 

At a given signal they began 


to take the. snuff steadily—pinch - 


by pinch, Every time a man 
sneezed he dropped out of the 
contest. 

The winner of this strange 
competition was a. middle-aged 
German who sniffed up about 
an ounce and a half of snuff 
without sneezing once, a world 
record — one not to be sneezed 
at! : 

Snuff, which is simply a pow- 
dered preparation of tobacco, 
is sold today in about thirty 
varieties, and a moderate snuff 
taker uses about an ounce of it 
a week, 

More, wornen are -said to be 
taking to snuff, and it is also 
alleged to be getting popular 
with many teenagers — whom 
some people are always quick to 
associate with any new “addic- 
tion!” 

There's a shop in Londdn that 

sells snuff from the same jars 
and shelves that were there in 
the days of the Regency dandy, 
Beau Brummel. It’s known that 
Queen Victoria disapproved of 
snuff-taking and would frown 
if she saw anyone produce a 
mnuff-box, however tiny, at a 
Court social function. 
\ Imagine being buried in snuff. 
It happened to a Mrs. Margaret 
Thompson, whose funeral. in 1776 
was the strangest ever seen in 
London. In accordance with her 
will she was laid in her coffin 
on a bed of handkerchiefs and 
her body was covered with 
anvuff 


Instead of black, her bearers, 
all snuff-tekers, wore snuff- 
eoloured hates. : 

Mrs. Thompson's elderly ser- 
vant, Sarah, who, like her mis- 
tress, loved snuff, walked in 
front of the funeral procession, 
distributing large handfuls of 
snuff to spectators and sprinkl- 


ing enuff on the ground every

More than a hundre years ago, 
a group of colonists sighted 
what they took to be the omin- 
ous sign of Indians on the war- 
path — a red flag flying from 
the top of a tall dead tree. Ap- 
proaching cautiously they dis- 
covered the supposed flag to be 
a huge split salmon. Further 
investigation revealed that it 
had been. fastened to the tree to 
advertise fresh fish for sale. The 
story does not tell whether or 
they bought a fish, but if 
they did, chances are that they 
cooked and served it in this old- 
fashioned way. 


A whole 10- to 20-pound dress- 


ed salmon was frequently rub- 


bed with salt, pepper, and a 
little powdered thyme, wrapped 
in several thicknesses of wrap- 
ping paper, and baked in a slow 
oven for 3 to 4 hours. The paper 
was then cut open and pulled 
back, skin coming off along with 
it. Commonly it was served hot 
with an egg sauce and accom- 
panied by boiled new potatoes 
and baby peas. 

Over the years methods of fish 
merchandising and fish cookery 
have changed somewhat. How- 
ever, the baked salmon-green 
pea-new potato combination is 
still a popular one for an early 
summer meal. If you would like 
to try it, here are up-to-date 
directions for cooking the fish, 
together with a recipe for s 
delicious egg sauce. 

Oven-Steamed Fresh Salmon 

Wipe a whole dressed salmon 
or a piece of salmon with «a 


‘damp cloth and measure its 


thickness at the thickest part. 
Sprinkle the cavity with salt 


_and pepper, then wrap the fish 


in an envelope of heavy duty 
aluminum foil which has been 
greased on the inside. Secure 
each seam with a double fold 
and pinch to make the package 
steam tight. Place package on 
a baking sheet and bake in a hot 
oven at 450°F. Allow 10 min- 
utes cooking time for each inch 
of thickness of the fish, plus an 
extra 5 minutes for the period it 
takes heat to penetrate foil. You 
will know that the salmon i 
cooked when the flesh down to 
the back bone has lost its watery 
look and has taken on a paler 
opaque hue, At this time it will 
flake easily if tested with a fork 
Egg-Caper Sauce 

2 tablespoons butter 
1%% tablespoon flour

Remove skin and bone from 
salmon! and place in & saucepan. 
Cut salmon into l-inch squares 
and set aside while preparing @ 
sauce, Add water, salt, pepper, 
celery and slice of onion to the 
salmon trimmings. Heat to sim- 
mering temperature and simmer 
uncovered 15 to 20 minutes.

But when the boy’s father was 
finally making money, grandpa 
refused to give him up. He said 
Schuhmacher’s job as a wom- 
en’s tailor was religiously ob- 
jectionable and he refused to 
allow little Yosef to go to @ 
state. school because there he 
would be taught subjects other 
than religion. 

The parents got a supreme 
court order demanding the 
child’s release. But Zvi Pessah 
Frank, Jerusalem's chief rabbi, 
countered with a proclamation 
that anyone helping hide the 
boy 


meritorious service. Grandfather 
Shtarkes was arrested for ignor- 
ing the court’s order but still he 
steadfastly refused to say where 
he had hidden’ Yosef. 

Last month, after making 300 


‘separate raids on hide-outs in 


Mea-She’arim, the police gave 
it up as hopeless. Yosef's par- 
ents asked that the search be 
ended and meekly agreed to let 
Yosef stay with his grandfather, 
if they could only visit him from 
time to.time. 

Grandfather Shtarkes agreed, 
produced the child and sent him 
back to the cheder. The case was 
closed.

Once he found a supply cart 
that a cahnon ball had fixed, and 
a whole’ load of flour sacks had 
been dumped in a slough There 
had been no effort at salvage, as 
the load looked lost, But Gramp 
had mixed flour and water for 
pasting Valentinés and doing 
school cutouts, and he surmised 
that the wet flour would seal it- 
self off.

Company | therefore gained 
its own supply of excellent flour, 
and each night in. the wilder- 
ness the smart aroma of fresh 
biscuits was wafted around.

shape them carefully, set them 
in a cut-open tin can, and bake 
them in a pail. He set the pail 
against our little- blaze so it be- 
came a reflector. The moldy, 
leafy, rich flavor of a woodlot, 
with a tinkling brook and birds 
singing, was a place of miracles. 
Out of that pail came the best 
biscuits I’ve ever tasted. 

Another time, in the war, 
Gramp came upon some cavalry 
officers who had found them- 
selves a beef crittur. It- was a 
‘comandeered cow which they 


-had readily dispatched, but as ° 


cavalry men were all college 
graduates and city fetlers (ac- 
cording to Gramp) they had no 
functional knowledge of what to 
do next. A Maine farm boy who 
never saw any meat his own 
farm hadn’t produced was just 
what these cavalrymen needed, 
and Gramp was a trader. He 
agreed to cut up their find if 
‘they would give him the head. 


Gramp chuckled as he said, “I - 


contrived to bring off the head 
/s0 it included the fore-quarters.” 


Thus Company I had some 
wonderful beef stews for a time, 
and in the woodlot Gramp would 
show me.how to make a beef 
stew in a pail, the way he had 
done it in Virginia so long ago. 
I must add that Gramp’s story 
has always left me dubious about 
the quality of the U.S. Cavalry, 
who stood around’and let a farm 
boy dupe them out of the best 
stew meat, leaving them the 
steaks which, very likely, proved 
far less tasty.

Then, when it was curl- 
ing up nicely, you'd dump the 
fire out on the ground, blow it 
a mite, and there it was!. Add 
some sticks and you can do about 
anything you can do at home. 

I guess you do have to have a 
permit; and I guess if you are 
a soldier now on “survival” you 
have to have a fishing license 
too.. Strikes me interesting that 
people, today, get’ so much fun 
out of a fundamental, if simu- 
lated, wilderness experience.

In The Shade 


Latest kick in the churning 


.world of electronics is moletro- 


nies, a technique of building am- 
plifiers and oscillators which 
promises to make obsolete all 
present devices such as radios, 
radars and TV sets. 


Molectronics is micro-miniat- 
urization pushed to the ultimate. 
Instead of taking some transist- 
ors and soldering them into a net- 
work of capacitors and resistors, 
thus building an-amplifier, you 
simply take a piece of semi-con- 
ductor material and (by plating, 
etching or alloying other atoms 
to it) you turn it into an ampli- 
fier directly. ae 
_ Among the circuits so far built 
by this magic are an audio amp- 
lifier the size of a dime and a 
two-stage vidio amplifier half 
the size of a postage stamp. 

Thus Dick Tracy's wrist radio 
is obsolete before it got into pro- 
duction. Coming shortly could be 
a radio mounted in a signet ring, 


\or built into the type of ear- 


phone used in hearing aids. 


What makes the new stunt 
possible is a new method of mak- 
ing semi-conductors. The pres- 
ent method involves the careful 
culture of, say, germanium crys- 
tals, to which you add tiny, con- 
trolled impurities, later assem- 
bling different types to form 
transistors. By the new method 
(recently announced by Westing- 
house) finished semi-conductors 
can be produced in long ribbons 
by automatic machinefy. Event- 
ually it may be possible to pro- 
duce finished radio receivers 
from a pool of molten semi-con- 
ductor material, with no human 


hands being required at any 
_ stage of the process.

Have you ever seen ten acres 
of ‘flowers, mostly in b'oom? 
Yes, that’s what I said .. . ten 
acres. And I don’t mean big, 
flat fields with plants in formal 
rows like vegetables.

Just like a lot of separate 
gardens but with winding paths 
through shrubberies leading 
from one garden to another. 
Some of the gardens were even 
weedy — which added to their 
homey appearance! But the 
weeds didn’t stop the flowers 
growing. The overall bloom was 
magnificent. Rows and rows of 
iris in every colour and variety. 
Peonies — double and _ single, 
Lupins with stately. multi-col- 
oured spikes. Oriental poppies in 
a lovely shade of pink. Red pop- 
pies, mostly weeds in an uncul- 
tivated patch. I may be wrong 
but they looked to me like the 
wild poppy that grows among 
the corn in England — and in 
Flanders’ fields. Poppies may be 
weeds but they are very beau- 
tiful, none the less. 

And of course there were 
roses, and shasta daisies; colum- 
bines and lilies. But I could go 
on and on and still not name 
them all. One unusual plant was 
the “yucea.” It was in bud but 
not quite out. Someone said the 
yucca blooms only once in 
seven years. 

I find it a little hard to ex- 
plain what I found so fascinat- 
ing about this garden.

Q. How can I defrost frozen 
foods in about half the usual 
time? 

A. Try standing them in front 
of an electric fan. ‘ 


Q. How can I prevent olive oll 
from becoming rancid? 

A. Add two lumps of sugar to 
‘a quart jar of the olive oil. 


Q. How can I remove some 
mildew that has formed wide 
patches on some of my leather- 
bound books, traveling bags, 
and other leather articles? 

A. Rub some clear petroleum 
jelly liberally over the mildewed 
areas, allow to remain on for 
awhile, and then wipe off thor- 
oughly with a dry cloth. This 
treatment also tends to preserve 
the leather by renewing its oll 
content. 


Q. Can you suggest an efficient 
way to prepare steaks that are to 
be served rare, medium, and 
well-done? 

A. You can do this all at the 
same time and in the same 
length of time by placing on the 
broiler tray completely frozen 
foods for RARE, partially- 
thawed steaks for MEDIUM, and 
unfrozen steaks for WELL- 
DONE

stubborn black soot and smoke 
marks from a brick fireplace? 

A. Try giving the facing an 
entirely new surface. Use a car- 
borundum block and rub firmly 
all over the surface of the stain- 
ed bricks. If the contrast be- 
tween these bricks and the rest 
of the facing is very marked, 
go overythe other bricks lightly 
to give them all the same tone. 


Q. How can I remove rust 
stains from white washable ma- 
terials’? 


A. Spread the stain over a 
vessel of boiling water. Squeeze 
lemon juice or tomato juice on 
the stain and allow it to re- 
main a few minutes. Then rinse 
in hot water, Repeat process 
several times. Or, moisten the 


stain with salt and lemon juice 
and place in the sun, adding lem+ 


on juice a’ it dries, or hold over 
‘the spout of a steaming teakettle

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An Expert Gives 
Some Boating Tips 


The sportsman looking for an 
auto-top. boat or similar small 
craft for his 3 hp motor may 
find he is offered a choice of 
two quite different bottom de- | 
signs. Perhaps these will look 
much alike to him. In fact, he | 
may not even notice the lack of 
resemblance. 

But on the water, there will 
be a big difference in their ac- 
tion; even though the two boats 
may be the same size. The one 
with a bottom that narrows and 
curves up toward the stern will 
be faster. That’s the cut-through- 
the-water, rowboat-style bottom. 
The other kind, with a straight 


bottom aft, no upcurve to it and 


little or no narrowing toward 
the stern is the planing type. 
And since 3 hp isn’t enough 
power for planing it, slower 
speed will be the result. 

Does this small auto-top, with 
planing-type bottom, have any 
advantages for 3 hp use? Somel 
The bow won't rise quite so high, 
nor the stern sink so#ow, with 
only the operator aboard. He 
can see where he is going, the 
bow won't blow around so much 
in the wind, and handling the 
boat in waves will be somewhat 
improved. Furthermore, speed 
will be as good, as against the 
same lone angler in the stern 
of-the other type craft. The row- 
boat type can’t make speed with 
all the weight holding down its 
narrow stern. 

If it’s wider at the stern, the 
auto-top with the planing-style 
bottom will be steadier, particu- 
larly when someone starts mov- 
ing around in back. It will also 
be more stable under loads. 
However, with only one person 
aboard, it is doubtful if there 
will be any real advantage. It 
must be remembered that while 
there are two distinct types of 
bottoms here, there are also

Caution should always be used 
in applying extra power to any 
narrow, small boat, no matter 
what the bottom style. The fact 
that the bottom will let the 
boat plane is no guarantee in 
itself of safety. In fact, some of 
the narrowest of the planing 
types will not even be safe 
with 5 hp. The quite narrow 
planing style often won't plane 
with the 5 hp. In fact, the stern 
may sink too low for safety as 
the boat struggles to plane. The 
boat may also jerk and tip too 
much when the Steering handie 
controlling the 5 hp is given a 
hard, sudden shove. 


There are many reasons why 
old motors start hard. Often 
they’ll go right off when. cold, 
but nothing will induce them to 
start while hot, This unpleasant 
kind of performance usually oc- 
curs out on the lake somewhere, 
of course, with the result that 
the use of the word unpleasant 
may strike some veterans of 
knuckle wars with beat-up mo- 
tors as being wild understate- 
ment. Anyway, causes can vary, 
but one deserves special men- 
tion. 

Old motors often lose compres- 
sion. Then, since cylinders ex- 
pand more than piston rings, 
they have less compression still 
when warm. An old motor can 
absolutely refuse to start from 
lack of compression when hot, 
yet go right off every time when: 
cold. 

Since ignition is often sub-par 
on old motors, owners often 
spend time and money to no 
avail on wiring, condensers, and 
so on, when the trouble is really 
compression. Mind, we're not 
saying faulty condensers or 
other parts can’t cause this sort 
of trouble. But if it’s compres- 
sion, the remedy may have to 
be new piston rings. Using extra 
oil won’t correct it. 

Here’s why this trouble occurs 
more often than you might 
think, happening sometimes to 
motors with seemingly good 
compression when turned over 
cold. The cooling systems of old 
motors seldom do a first-class 
job. As years go on, scale de- 
posits form, partially blocking 
water flow. This is especially 
true if motor has been run in 
salt water. Result — motor over- 
heats. — By Willard Crandall, 
Boats:and Motors Editor, Sports 
Afield.

Archaeology ¢hanges one’s at- 
titude to the landscape.

One needs to know the kinds of 
farming in all their varieties that 
have been carried on, past and 
present, the crafts and indus- 
tries; the particular problems 
and challenges which nature has 
here set men. 


Even the activities of animals 
gain a new meaning. Moles and 
rabbits may bring up sherds and 
odd objects from the earth. } 
have never been rewarded much 
by their scrapings, but one never 
knows. A man at Winscombe re- 
cently noted bits of pottery from 
rabbit-diggings; as a result the 
site of a new Romano-British 
temple has been found on Brean 
Down, Somerset. Similarly, there 
may be signs in road-cuttings o1 
where an old tree heels over and _ 
wrenches up earth and stones 
with its roots. . 


Ditches and rivers, cleaned 
out, can bring up more than 
scraps of willow-pattern crock- 
ery and old boots. Ploughed 
fields, especially after harrowing 
has broken the clods and widen- 
ed the visibility, are always 
worth a look. So, when the Es- 
sex River Board cleared some 
miles of the Colne above Hal- 
stead and threw.the clay and 
gravel of the river bed on to the 
banks, they provided too good a 
chance for the archacological 
prospector to miss... . 


Then, round about the ford 
where the cattle come to drink, 
a few sherds, unglazed ware 
coarsely grey or brown, certain- 
ly old. At last a rim, medieval.

Does the Yeti actually exist— 
and if so what does he look 
like? Last month in London, 
the most famous of present-day 
mountaineers, Everest - conquer- 
ing Sir Edmund Hillary, quietly 
unveiled an ingenious new plan 
for taking the Himalayan Yeti 
out of the realm of tall tales 
and into the realm of fact. With 
weven other New Zealanders, 
tive Britons, and five Americans, 
Hillary plans to scale -Mount 
Makalu (27,790 feet) on the 
Nepal-Tibet border, and try cap- 
turing a Yeti alive. 
How will the climbers recog- 
nize a Yeti when they see one? 


The answers depend on what 
explorer, or Sherpa, you talk to. 
The -minded will say 
only that strange footprints have 
indeed been found up there in 
the snow.

How will the expedition catch 
this creature no Westerner has 
ever seen? 

Starting next winter, Hillary 
and his fellow mountaineers are 
planning to string wires ankle- 
high across the deserted glaciers 
that corrugate the flanks of 
Mount Makalu.
